Claiming to represent the 

composite thinking of the 
women of the county, the 
commission plans to ‘urge 
the board to consider pass- 
ing an ordinance that 
would prohibit the sale of 
such games in unincorpor- 
ated county land, the only 
portions of the county 
where the board has power 
to enact such a law. 


‘The games, which are due 

to hit the market this 
month, have already re- 
ceived protests from Amer- 
ican Indian groups and 
Atari, Inc., a leader in the 
home video game field 
whose machines can han- 
dle the allegedly offensive 
cassettes. 


Atari has threatened to 
sue the Northridge firm 
over the X-rated games 
which will cost $49.95, but 
American Multiple Indus- 
tries apparently plans to go 
ahead with marketing the 
video cassettes.
